Washington, Feb. 13.—The house

provision to require the inspection and 
branding of renovated butter, which 
was adopted in committee 
of the 


.whole, was retained. As finally passed 
the bill is s-ome-what modified from the 
form ia which it was reported from 
the committee on agriculture. 
It 


makes oleomargarine or imitation but- 
ter or cheese transported into any 
state or territory for use, sale or con- 
sumption there subject to the laws of 
such states or territories, notwith- 
standing that it may be introduced in. 
original pa-ckages, and imposes a tax 
of 10 cents per pound- on oleomar- 
garine made in imitation of "butter of 
any shade of yellow." When not made 
in such imitation the tax is reduced 
to one-fourth of 1 cent per pound. The 
second section is intended to prevent 
dealers, hotel proprietors, restaurant 
and boarding-housekeepers from color- 
ing the product, and then selling:' 
furnishing it to others, a manufac- 
turer within the meaning o" the act. 
Penalties for violation of the act are 
a fine of not less than ?no nor more 
than flOO and imprisonment for not 
less than 30 days nor more than six 
months.
